New housing for Asians who are 
being displaced by the 玉 ing Coun- 
ty domed stadium 也 Seattle has 
become the major concem of the 
Asians who have been protestmng 
the project (上 /W Nov-.

Bacho said Concerned Asians, a

Areport to the Governor's Asian 
American .Advisory Council esti- 
mated that new housing for elder- 
ly Asians displaced would cost 
$5.4 million. 

Several speakers at the Novem- 
ber 11 meeting said that the in- 
tegrity of the International district 
and particularly Chinatown is be- 
ing threatened. 

Norris Bacho，also representing 
Concerned Asians，said,，“A lot of 
personal grievances have been 
thrown out” to zero in on the 
housing problem. 

“We are now faced with trying 
to preserve the integrity of the 
International District and keep out 
elderly together,，” he said. 

Robert Santos, a mmember of the 
advisory council，said HUD will 
be asked to prevent “environ- 
mental displacement”of the elder- 
ly who would like to stay in the 
commumnity familiar to them. 

A meeting was held November 
14 with representatives of HUD 


-to seek assistance. Representatives 


of Corncerned Asians and elderly 
Asians， backed by “grass-roots 
support'”met with HUD officials. 
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amount is equivalent to 30 or 40 
per cent of the yearly income of 
the People's Republic.

The Peking leadership recipro- 
cates by purchasing 12 Trident 
Passenger planes, and has ordered 
11 more，including three Con- 
cordes, from Britain. There will be 
other heavy orders. 

This is due to Chairman Mao's 
pro-British policy formulated early 
in the year. He is befriending Brit- 
ain，which as a member of the 
Common Market will be a counter- 
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weight to Soviet Russia. 

The British Conservative govern- 
ment has been rather lukewarm to 
Moscow，whereas France shows 
more fervor to the Russians. 

Under these favorable circum- 
stances，big-time operators here 
are busy in the stock market and 
real estate speculations that sky- 
rocket prices of shares and hous- 
ing-. 

This has brought about further 
in 人 ation，to the detriment of sal- 
ary earners and workers. Inflation 
has increased prices of raw materi- 
als and cost of ljabor, and has thus 
struck heavy blows at local indus- 
tries，on which the prosperity of 
Hong 玉 Rong depends.

Though President Nixon lost San 
Francisco as a whole in the No- 
Vember 7 election, he won a clear- 
cut Victory in the core area of 
Chinatown- 

Semiofficial results from the 
regjistrar of voters give the Presi- 
dent 1516 votes to McGovermn s 
1028 in Chinatown, with only two 
of Chinatown's 13 precincts going 
to McGovem. Though numerically 
Nixon's margin of victory does 
not appear large，it amounts to 3 
59 to 41 per cent difference, thus 
about duplicating his nation-wide 
Percentage. 

Chinatown electoral totals for 
the 和 fth congressional district， 
ninth state senate district，and 
twentieth assembly district races 
reflected those of the city-. 

Not only did winners Phillip 
Burton，Milton Marks，and John 
Burton achieve healthy majorities 
in Chinatown's core area 3S a 
whole, but each winner received a 
majority of votes in every China- 
town precinct except one. Thbe 
one exception saw Ron Pelosi edge 
out Milton Marks by one vote in a 
northeast Chinatown precinct. 

In the battle over the various 
state propositions， Chinatown's 
vote -mirrored that of the state， 
while deviating 他 om that of San 
Francisco on Propositions 17，19， 
and 21.

Both votes contrasted 
with that of the city where 51 per 
Cent of the voters favored the 
elimination of penalties for Per- 
sonal use of marijuana- 

21 BARELY WINS . 

Amazingly，proposition 21，the 
anti-businginitiative, just squeezed 
by in Chinatown，attracting 52 
per cent of the vote and actuajlly 
losing in two of the area's pre- 
cincts. While it was narrowly de- 
feated in San Francisco, it won a 
63 to 37 per cent margin of vic- 
tory in _ California as a whole 一 a 
far stronger showingthan in China- 
town. 

Proposition 18， which would 
have defined obscenity, andpropo- 
sition，22， which Cesar Chavez 
warmned would injure the state':s 
farm workers，both lost by wide 
Imargins in the state as a whole, in 
San Francisco, and in Chinatown. 

The coastal initiative 一 proposi- 


tion 20 一 passed in the state and  : 


won by even heftier percentages 
in the city and in Chinatown. 

The core area of Chinatown is a 
region bounded by Pacific Avenue 
on the north， 玉 earny Street on 
the east，California to the south， 
and Powell and Mason on the 
West. 

It encompasses 13 precincts， 
consolidated into eight polling 
places，and contains a population 
that is 88 per cent Chinese as esti- 
mated by the Department of City 
Planning. It, of course, does not in- 
clude a majority of San Francis- 
co's Chinese population.

Complete Success Was Ie- 
ported in only two cases while 14 
Cases Were Tegardea as total fail- 
ure， 

He attributed the unsatisfactory 
results to three factors: (1) lack of 
cooperation on the part of Pa- 
tients;i (2) imnperfect skill in apply- 
ing the needles;i and (3) Psycho- 
logical effects- 

Dr. Lin Min-Kun，chief of the 
anaesthetics _ department of the 
National Taiwan University Hos- 
pital, said acupuncture was applied 
in 33 operations on head, breasts， 
lungs and stomach. 

Twelve cases were completely 
successful; six patients complained 
of pains; 15 others said acupunc- 
ture did not work at al as a pain 
reliever.

Dr. Allan Seid，3$6,，a Palo Alto 
psychiatrist，has suUcceeded in get- 
ting a$$250,000 anti-drug program 
started in Palo Alto to go along 
wtih his belief that drug abuse is 
a “people problem，not a drug 
problem.” 

Seid first became involved in the 
emerging crisis of drug use in 1965 
when he was serving as a Consul- 
tant to the San Jose Mental Health 
Service，amn agency that set UP 3 
Council on Drug Abuse that had 
the concept of rehabilitated ad- 
dicts working with“squares,” the 
term addqdicts apply to non-addqicts. 

When the “squares” took over 
the Planning and imnplementation 
of programs，Seid “felt 让 was 3 


.great loss of a very valuable re- 


source” to lose the addicts. 
Joining Dr. 玉 enneth Meinhardt， 
chief of clinical services for the 


.Santa Clara County Mental Health 


Services，and a group of addicts， 
they formed the“Pathway Soci- 
ety”in 1968. 

Seid served as the society's first 
board president，expanding its re- 
habilitation house activities， insti- 
tuting a countywide drug educa- 
tion program and .corducting re- 
search into drug abuse and anti- 
drug Programs. 

Pathway Society has since been 
recognized as the leading volun- 
teer citizens” organization combat- 
ing drug abuse in Santa Clara 
County and its community drug. 
education program has won state- 
wide acclaim. 

Honored for his outstanding 
service at the _ Society im 1970， 
Seid was named “Volunteer of the 
Year”by the California Associa- 
tion for Mental Health. 

CARE AND ACT 

There is no easy anSswer to drug 
abuse and probably ho way to 
totally elimninate it, Seid contends， 
but he believes that many indi-

Last year， Seid pointed out that 
the_ county did not have the re- 
sources to meet the. drug Problem 
and the cities would have to take 
a _ major role to combat the prob- 
lem to members of the Palo Alto 
city council. 

The council acted upon Seid's 
request，appointing a Drug Abuse 
Task Force to devise and Propose 
aprogram. 

Named chairman， Seid and 3 
task force of 15 members put to- 
gether a_ comprehensive report on 
the drug problem and possible 
solutions within three mmonths. 

While the Task Force became 
acknowledged as the hardest- 
WwWorking citizens” group in the 
city"s 80-year history，the report 
was cited as one of the finest com- 
munity documents on comhbating 
drug abuse. 

Seid then led the lobbying effort 
directed at the city officials and 
citizens of Palo Alto, resulting in 
a 外 250,000 program, utilizing city 
tax money to fund a Community 
Prevention Center for counseling， 
education，referral，interest-buijld- 
ing _ through activities，to head 
people away from drugs，and a 
Residential Treatment Center for 
longer-term rehabilitation. 

The program also includes funds 
for continuing evaluation of the 
effectiveness of the programs by 
independent goups. 

Seid has since resigned from the 
Drug Abuse Board，an expansion 
of the Task Force, to devote more 
time to his famjly and other inter- 
ests，sSuch as drug education 
courses for the Pathway Society 
and combating discrimination in 
housing and ermnployment. 

A native San Eranciscan，Seid 
moved to Palo Alto in 1962， 
where he resides with his wife， 
Mari, and their five children.

THE PROBLEM 

People talk of “quality educa- 
tion,” Shaheen said，but when 
they are challenged and asked to 
approve Inoney for the schools， 
education is no longer such ahigh 
Priority. 

Such proponents of quality edu- 
cation are government officials 
and newspapers who would have 
us believe that the schools already 
have enough，and that they can 
manage as they are, he charged. 

“When I said “We will not solve 
the problems of the schools in 
America and San Francisco until 
the children of the rich go to the 
saimne Schools as the childqren of 
the poor，” then I was in trouble as 


superintendent of San Francisco,” 
Shaheen added.
